Knapp horses In-ing in charge of W. H. Karrlck and 
the Wilson string in the care of .Tames Fitzsimmons, 
a forntor well-known and capable j<»cke.v who has 
developed into a successful trainer. Another eastern 
millionaire turfman new t(» Kentn<‘ky racing is 
Thomas F. Ityan. whose filly Wondawhy made a most 
lavorable impression on tin* occasion of her first 
sippearance at Louisville recently, when she won at 
The first asking.

I. at«mia during the eoming meeting in charge of 
Frank Taylor. Mr. Hallenbeck is an especially 
wele«»me addition to tin* ranks of owners «*ngagi‘d in 
racing on Kentucky tracks, inasmuch as he is in 
the market right now to Iniy any gmid horse that 
may show up. He has at present only seven horses 
in his string, they lieiug Faiintleroy. Ilou.seiuaid, 
Miss Minnie. A«lains Fxprcs.s. Sir Marion, Kecom- 
iM'iise and the recently ac-qiiired $10, OKI colt. Worth. 

Capt. K. H. Cassatt, with his string in charge of 

J. S. Hcaly. will again be at Latonla this year. 
Ha* has Heatlmrhnxnn. ('intrellu. Luyminster and the 
two-year-olds He. S{»ring Hoard. Do Nothing. .Minst ra 
nhd M<»llie I'itcher. Heatherbroom made a favorable 
impression in her n*cent races at t'liurchill Downs 
and is counted ui>ou as a certain start<*r in the La- 
tonla Derby. ?flie is a grand-looking filly, possessing 
a wonderful range and leverage, with an action tluit 
is well-nigh perfc*ction. She wa.s timed a phenomenal 
trial early this spring. Trainer Healy makes m» 
secret of his Ixdief that at presc*nt she is not at her 
best. Init lie expects to have her fit to run for a 
king’s ransom on June 10. 

Freib'rick .Tohnson is another easterner w’ho will 
1 m> a newcomer at Latonia tliis season. .1. W. May, 
who successfully raced Highball, is in charge of the 
promising band of tW4»-year-oIds owned by Mr. Joiin- 
.>^on. and they imrlnde Piping Rock. Miss Wiggs and 
Light O’ M’ Life, They will Ik* kept at the Milldale 
course for the entire term of racing. 

Many ollM*r east«*m horses will contest for the 
rich prizes hung up at laitonia this year and the 
s|Mirt will closely resemhle that of the metropolitan 
race courses. The cards this season will look far 
different from those arranged before the prest*nt 
management (*anu* into control of the track. Quality 
will be conspiciions and St*cretary Maginn will find 
it an easy task to provide higb-class racing.

It Las been for three-year-olds since theii and at six and a 
half furlongs until 1907. It was not run In 1804 and J900 and was run as the Maiden Stakes In 1895 and 
18JM5. In all other years It w^as run as the Bluegrass Stakes until 1910.

(Miiekasaw, Bellema and two two-year-old fillies, 
IleiiNiia. the thrce-year-old ch<‘Stiiut daughter of 
Adam — Wihl Thyme. Is tin* most promising prosixet 
ill the barn. Trainer Sjience lias not lieen idle with 
bis charges and IleriKlia. for one. could lie tlioroiighly 
fitted with a couple of weeks’ sharp and steady 
work. 

Master Robert, wliloh a few se.isons ago was a 
good liandicaft horse over considerable distances, 
looks Wi*ll. His legs are in giKid condition. Rcllenia 
is a sbiut lliree-year-old fitly by Adam that will 
make ln*r debut this season. 

In the juvenile division the stabh* are two 

fillh-s. one a dark chestnut and the oilier a bay. The 
former was bred :it Mrs. Lillian A. Livingston’s Ran- 
c<H-as e.'itablisliment at Jobstowii. She has been 
named Blue Sea and is by Lixobatchee— Bine B1 «kkI. 
the dam of Blue Book, Blue 'Tie and others. The 
ba.v lilly was hied at .Tames R. K»H*iie’s ('astleton 
Stud in Kciitnck.v. She l»ears the appropriate name 
of Last Ray. lK*lng by Peter Pan. dam Sundown. 
Roth fillies have a go«Kl wa.v of galloping. 

Mr. Kohler’s Ramaiio Farm is located near Ram- 
sc.v, N. J. It covers SOO acres of rolling land ami is 
a most desirable place for raising tlioronglibreds. It 
was lure that Ram;i|K> and Reilskin. two stake win- 
ners in thi' early IMis, wen* foaled. Pontiac and 
Runiiymedc. lemling sires of tlicir dav. did service 
for many seasons at that New Jcrs«*y si ml.

Sliool — The Niece, and Maiago. a hay horse bv Seni- 
proiiiiis, out of a sist(*r lo the dam of Orby. winm*r 
of the English Derby, are doing stud service at 
Uania|H>.

Trainer Spence, who 
was at the farm during the foaling season, is ini- 
presseil with tlie .vomig Uncles.

Ixniisvllle, K.v., May 29. — .Tolin G. Greener’s Ten- 
nessee-bnd colt, Coniitloss, today diifeateil the Okln- 
lionia “speed marvel.” John Griflin II.. in decisive 
fasliion at the latter’s favorite distance, five fur- 
longs. In doing so Gonntles.s ran a rec<»rd-niakiiig 
ra<-e, reducing tlic former track mark of 1:00, h«*ld 
jointly by Tennessee Boy, R. C. Rami and Hniight.v' 
to .79ii. .John GritJin II. was an overwhelmiug public 
elioicc*, but the Tennes.see horse was not lacking for 
support ami would have lieeii accordeil more but for 
his suspicions manner of going in his preliminar.v 
gallop, in which he showed decided symptoms of 
lameness.
